WATSEKA, IIll., March 24.—There was 


no. hatchet lying on t-.e floor of the 
parlor of the wayler heme beside the 
body of “By’’ Sayler when the first 
neighbors arrived at the house after 
Sayler was killed, according to testi- 
mony given today by D. H. Meye:. A 





hatchet was found later beside the 
body. Miller and Mrs. Sayler said Say- : 
ler took it from urder a leather couch, 
in the room and attacked Dr. Miller 
with it. 

_Meyer was called to the house by John ; 
Grunden who said Dr. Miller had shot | 
Sayler and that Miller was shot 
through the wrist. When he and an- 
other neighbor arrived Mrs. Sayler and 
Dr. Miller were in the dining room. 
Mrs. Sayler was telephoning for a doc- 
tor to attend Dr. Miller. The doctor 
refused to come. Mrs. Sayler told 
Miller he would have to talk to the 
doctor himself and Miller did so. 

Sayler was lying dead in the parlor. 
Mrs. Sayler’s demeanor, hé said, did not 
indicate that anything extraordinary had. 
happened. She seemed to be just about 
as usual. Dr. Miller was complaining of 
his injured arm, but was not excited. 
Noné of them said anything about the 
death af Baylor. 

ble Was Overturned. 
i the parlor a card-table was over- 
‘and cafds were scattered about. 
rs kérosene lamp Was on another table. 

‘Grunden, Meyer said, smelled of liquor, 
but was not excited. Meyer describéd 
everything that he saw on the’ parlor 
floor, but said he saw no hatchet, which 
thé defense will claim was there. 

Meyer said he was in the parlor four 
or five times within a few minutes 
after he first arrived at the house. 
He asked Grunden what the trouble 
had been. He said “That’s my busi- 
ness; that’s for me to know and you 
to find out.” 

Grunden. said, according to the wit- 
néss;' “‘Down where I came from they 
don’t think anything about killing a 
man, but up here they seem to make 
a good deal of fuss about it.’’ 

Mrs: Sayler did not look at her hus- 
band’s body or go near it, but she went 
into the parlor once to take the lamp 
back in a*tter some-oné had brought it 
out. She was dressed in what she would 
call a wrapper. 

He saw Dr. Miller and Sayler pitching 
horseshoes together that Sunday even- 
ing about sundown. Dr. Miller had a 
revolver in his pocket. After the shoot- 
ing there was a long consultation be- 
tween Mrs. Sayler, John Grunden and 
Ira Grunden mm the bedroom. After that 
Mrs, Sayler went to bed. 

What “By” Sayler was thinking about 
as he sat in a rocking chair under the 
trees at his home a few minutes be- 
fore he was killed is to be an important’ 
factor in determining whether Dr. Wil- 
liam B. Miller acted in self-defense in 
killing him. This was indicated by the 
care with which atterneys for the State 
and the defense examined Witnesses 
Grace Davis and Godfrey Ruhle with 
reference to Sayler’s seeming state of 
mind. 

The prosecution is trying to show that 
he was watching the house intently and 
was preoccupied to such an extent that 
his reply to a jocular remark made by 
Ruhle was unresponsive, and that he 
failed to reply to a second remark by 
Miss Davis. 

Sayler’s state of mind as he sat under 
the trees is important as bearing upon 
the question whether he efitered the 
house a few minutes later to attack 
Dr. Miller with a hatchet or entered it 
without a hostile purpose.

Former Boss Howe’s Protege 
Loses Plum for Evading 
Work and for Disobedience. 


Henry L. (Hank) Weeke, member of 
the Republican City Committee, was 
“fired” as Deputy Clerk of the Court of 
Criminal Correction Thursday. Clerk 
John C. Bensieck handed Weeke his 
“walking papers’’ at 11:30 a. m. 

Weeke, a former member of the House 
of Deleeates, was promised a job in 
Bensiek’s. office by Jeptha D. Howe 
for consenting not to run for re-election 
to the House. His salary was $1300 a 
year. 

‘There is no politics in the dismissal 
of Weeke,’’ said Bensiek to a Rost-Dis- 
patch reporter. ‘‘He was fired ‘for dis- 
obedience of orders ard evasion o 
work. 

“Two months ago I posted a notice 
in my office, for Weeke’s benefit, that 
all ‘deputies must report at 9 a. m. and 
work until 56 p. m. Weeke ignored the 
order and I asked for his resignation. 
He begged for time. 

“He reported for work Wednesday at 
12:20 p.m. He washed his hands and 
went away. 

‘When he reported for. duty at 10:20 
a. m. Thursday I told him his services 
would not be required any longer. An 
hour later I dismissed him.” 

Weeke, in explaining his connection 
with getting bond for Mrs. Pauline 
Gray, a resort keeper, who was arrest- 
ed Saturday. night in. Chief Smith’s raid, 
says that he is not interested’in her 
search for a $250 diamond bracelet which 
she missed after her release. He says 
that he rode away with the women ina 
cab, but that he never saw her before 
and does not know where she lives. He 
says he was not a frequent visitor at 
Chief Creecy's office before the latter’s 
suspension.

ORDERS FOR SANE 
FOURTH OF JULY 


To Instruct Police to :Sup- 
press Sale of Dangerous 
Fireworks. 





JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March *%.— 
Within the next few days Gov. Hadley 
will address letters of instructions. to 
the Police Board of St. Louis, Kansas 
City and St. Joseph asking them to 
adopt the most stringent regulation’ to 
prevent the sale and use of dangerous 
fireworks July 4 q 

The Governor believes it is time for 
the State and local authorities to adopt 
such measures as will prevent the har- 
vest of death and injuries following 
every Fourth of July. celebration. 

He has some figures from the Amer- 
ican Medical Association and also a plea 
from the same organization for “a sanw 
and-a safe Fourth of July.” 

During the last five years the death 
list totale 1158 and the list of injured 
21,520. Of the injured, 8 were totally 
blinded, 389. partially blinded, 388 lost 
legs, arms or hands and 1067 lost fin- 
gers. During the last seven years 
blank cartridges alone have gathered in 
a death harvest of 7%, mostly boys be- 
tween the ages of 6 and 18 years. In 
this length of time Missouri has con- 
tributed 3 deaths.

OF DAKOTA ARK 


Ss ai 
Arthur Soehr Points to Item 
of $3027 That Is Not 
Clear. 








Arthur Stoehr of the Dakota Park 
Improvement Association told a Post- 
| Disp&tch reporter Thursday that the 
association wanted an investigation of 
an entry of $3027 in the Park Commis- 
sioner’s records “for improvements on 
the park which, Stoehr says, was not 
spent for that purpose. 

The records of the Comptroller's office 
do not show that this money, or any 
other, was ever spent on the park. 

Entry in Report. 

The entry appears in the Park Com- 
rissioner’s report for 1894 and 1896, but 
does not state what. kind of improve- 
ments, if any, were made, .Stoehr, in 
his recent efforts to. have the park, now 
used as. a@ dumping ground, improved, 
discovered it. The entry. has: been re- 
peated. year after year as. part of the 
department appropriations, although 
there is no corresponding record: in the 
Comptroller's ‘office to show that the 
money was spent. 

Stoehr has been living at 4444 Penn- 
sylvania 16 years, and’ says that during 
that time no improvement has ‘ever 
been made on the park, which consists 
of %17° acres at Michigan and Dakota 
avenues. 

John P.» Fechter was Park Commis- 
sioner in 1894. He now lives at 1615 Ho- 
gan street, and is a railroad clerk, 

Fechter told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Thursday, that no such sum of money 
as $3027 was spent under his supervision 
in improving Dakota Park. He seid he 
believed Workhouse guards worked for 
a time in filling it tn. 

“The Assembly may have appropri- 
ated the money,” he said, “but it was 
not ‘expended by my department. I im- 
agine it reverted to the City Treasury.” 

Being below the street level, the park 
could be converted into a sumken gar- 
dén, Stoehr and the other members .of 
the Improvement Association think, and 
they have been so advised by ee 
experts. 

Last year they cncebeton in getting 
the Municipal Assembly to appropriate 
$100 for the park, but they have not suc- 
ceeded in getting the Park Commissian- 

er to spend it. The plot of ground is 
ae anh unsightly sunken mass of tin 
cans and ashes.

President Robert Moore of the School 
Board told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that the board has kept every promise 
it made to Building Commissioner 
Smith, and defied Smith, under the law, 
to compel the installation of fire es- 
capes in school buildings. Mvore said: 

.“The safety of the children 's a para- 
mount consideration with the Schoo! 
Board. We have taken the best expert 
advice, that of the Fire Prevention Bu- 
reau, a@ private company, the business 
of which is to lessen fire risks. Its rep- 
resentatives have inspected the schoo! 
buildings, one by one, in great detail, on 
several occasions, and twice in the last 
two years. We have followed their rec- 
ommendatiogs implicitly. 

“It is our Belief that the children’ are 
entirely safe from fire. In fact, they 
are a great deal safer than the average 
citisen is in his home, We sleep in com- 
bustible buildings without half the safe- 
guards which the children bave at 
school. 

“Every promise that we have made to 
Building Commissioner Smith has been 
carried out. The fire escape law does 
not apply to the School Board. THe 
school buildings are outside its jurisdic- 
tion. The safety of the children is en- 
trusted by law absolutely to the judg- 
ment of the School Board. This is the 
opinion of Judge Rombauer and Fred- 
erick N. Judson, former attorneys for 
the board, and of E. M. Grossman, our 
present counsel. 

“Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Falk- 
enhainer agreed that this opinion was 
correct when he repeatedly refused to 
issue warrants for the members of the 
board. He knew that any judge would 
throw the cases out of court. 

Follow Expert’s Advice. 

“But whether the fire-escape law ap- 
plies to us or not, if the Fire Prevention 
Bureau had advised us to equip the 
buildings with escapes we should have 
done 80, and would do so now if it were 
recommended by experts on the subject. 

“The board is advised that fire es- 
capes do not add to the safety of the 
children, but on the contrary, would be 
likely to cause a greater loss of life in 
case of a panic. Scores of people were 
killed by being thrown from fire escapes 
at the Iroquois Theater fire by the pan- 
ic-stricken throng behind them. 

“The children in St. Louis schools have 
fire drills three times a day. There is 
not a school building which cannot be 
emptied jh less than four ‘minutes. 
There is not one which could be emptied 
so quickly by fire escapes, 

“The chief danger in fires wm from 
panic, which unusual exits, such as fire 
escapes, would enhance. 

“Every furriace in every school in the 
city has been made fireproof. The doors 
leading from every furnace room are of 
iron, and the walls and cellings sur- 
rounding them are armored. Metal 
waste boxes are supplied, and any jani- 
tor who does not throw papers and 
waste into them is discharged. 

“In all the schools the doors open 
outwards, and in the new buildings 
oe are no locks on the doors, but

Fireproof Stairs Best. 

William Cullinane, a member of the 
board, said: “It was not my under- 
standing that the Board of Education 
promised to put fire escapes on the 
buildings. 

“The board interviewed experts on 
such matters and received the informa- 
tion that fireproof stairways were great- 
ly to be preferred to fire escapes. Fire 
escapes in such weather ag we had this 
winter would be practically usele@s.

“T believe, however, that everything 
favors the success of Capt. Robert 
Soott, who will head the next British 
Antarctic expedition,” Shackleton con- 
tinued. “Scott will trevel the route ef 
former expeditions, including mine, 
which, we know, traverses a land con- 
tinent covered with ice as hard as 
steel, on which is very little snow. The 
route of the American expedition will 
lead into an unexpected area, where 
its members may meet either open 
water or vast, insurmountable moun- 
tains.

At the afternoon sesgion a most in- 
teresting and instructive address was 
made by Frederick N. Judson, St. Louis, 
who called attention to the evils of 
present system of taxation and he sug- 
gested a number of remedies which met 
with hearty approval. " 

Among the changes he advocated 
were: Preventing the possibility of tax 
evasion by removing its causes; the 
substitution of an effective for an in- 
the taxation ‘of the 
sources of revenue ‘vhich cannot be 
concealed and which will rely on no 
man’s statement of what he possesses; 
a tax upon the recording of mortgages 
and a tax upon the securities registered 
with the Secretary of State.

The gauntlet Which Creecy has flung 
before the Police Commissioners is be- 
lieved to have resulted from a con- 
ference he held at his home, Wednes- 
day night, with Hocker. 

Scorns Board’s Bargain. 

In a letter to the Police Board, 
Creecy repulses the bargain offered 
him to drop all charges in his case if 
he would’ resign, assails the Commis- 
sioners for their delay and.secrecy in 
formulating definite accusations against 
him, and declares he will stand trial, 
confident it will result in his vindi- 
cation. | 

He declares the machinations of ene- 
mies within the department, whose per- 
sonal ambitions were disturbed by his 
occupancy of the office of Chief, are 
responsible for his suspension, and de- 
mands an immediate, impartial and pub- 
lic trial. The letter was sent tod the 
secretary of the Police Board Wednes- 
day night. 

In reply to Creecy’s call fora “show- 
down,’ members of the Police Board 
assert there has been no undie delay, 
and that the procedure in Creecy’s case 
has been reguiar—namely, that it is 
usual to suspend an officer of the de- 
partment and afterwards formulate 
charges against him. 


Spurns Board’s Offer, 
On the Thursday before Creecy’s sus- 


pension, Col. John A. Laird, president 
of the Police Board, called at his home 
and urged him, “for his own best in- 
terests,’’ to resign. 

Creecy refused to do so. 

Mayor Kreismann, ex-officio member 
of the board, and one other commis- 
sioner offered Creecy an opportunity 
this week to quit his office voluntarily, 
and spare himself “the humiliation ‘of 
a public trial on charges.” The sus- 
pended Chief, in apparent security of 
acquittal, now repels this offer. 

Simultaneously with Creecy’s com- 
plaint of the nine-days’ delay to which 
he hasbeen subjécted, comes the proba- 
bility that the formulation of charges 
against him will not be completed this 
week. 

Maj. McDonnell, who will prosecute 
the charges, says he does not think 
they will be ready for the meeting of 
the Police Board Friday. Assistant 
City Counselor William B. Baird wit 
submit, instead, his report on 15 memm- 
bers of the executive committee of the 
Police Relief Association, for whose of- 
ficial heads the guillotine is

“Bince the Chief wants a trial.” said 
he, “‘we shal] see that he gets it: I 
hope that the charges against him will 
be finished in time to be submitted to 
Friday afternoon's meeting of the Police 
Board. 

“We had been kent that Creecy 
would see what was best for him and 
resign, but since he wants to fight, we 
will have it out. 

“Mr. Baird and Inspector McDonnell 
were directed by the board to formulate 
charges against Creecy and Lieut. Mc- 
Cormack with all possible dispatch, and 
I. believe they have used all due 
haste. . 

“The ‘charges againet the Chief will 
probably not be especially serious, and 
will .be. based mostiy on his physical 
and mental incapacity. We anticipate 
considerable turmoil this spring in the 
city through possible strikes, and feit 
that we needéd a stron man in the 
Chief's office.”’ 

One of the continiasieners stated 
Thursday that the secret of Creecy’s 
tenacity in holding to his office is his 
lack of money. : ; 

“He needs the salary,"’ said this ‘offi- 
cial, “‘but.that is not the affair of the 
board. It is unfortunate that a man 
who has been drawing $5000 a year for 
four years should be out pf funds, but 
we cannot help that.”

HOSPITAL STATISTICS. 

According to a report recently issued by. the 
Committee on Hospitals of the State Charities 
Aid Association of New York, there has been an 
extraordinary increase of late in the number of 
persons in that city treated for alcoholism. The 
report says that “a few years ago’ the total num- 
ber of such patients admitted to Bellevue Hospital 
was not In excess of 8000 annually. Of late years 
however, the admissions to the same hospital of 
patients suffering from the same cause, approxi- 
mate 7000 annually. 

These figures are made the basis of some 
alarming calculationg as to the increase of drunk- 
enness. It is argued that if the nicoholic patients 
of a public hospital have more than doubled in 
number, there must have been a proportionate 
increase of alcoholism outside of hospitals. It is 
therefore estimated that drunkenness in New 
York is increasing with frightful rapidity; and 
since no evidence of it appears in the police 
records, the conclusion is that there is a vast 
number of people whe become intoxicated in their 
homes, “or in other places where they do not 
require the protection of the law pending their 
recovery from the condition.” It is added: “These 
cases number 40,000 more yearly.” 

Such conclusions drawn from so narrow a basis 
of fact are illustrations of the tendency to make 
“startling” and “alarming” assertions concerning 
every phase of our social problems. The use of hos- 
pitals is increasing in all American cities for all 
kinds of diseases. Indeed, one may say the dbuse 
as well as the use of them is increasing. If we

If I deceive him he will give 
me .notice to vacate. The property owners do 
not want any tenants with children; they are contin- 
ually complaining about something the children have 
done. At present I occupy three rooms on the sec- 
ond floor; the party on the first floor has no children, 
and if my children go up or down the steps they are 
constantly complaining about the noise. Nobody has 
any use for you if you have a large family. I am a 
nervous wreck from the worry of such a large family. 
I cannot afford to pay rent in a nice locality; have 
to live in a tenement among all kinds of foreigners 
and the majority of them are very ignorant and disa- 
greeable.
